; It need not be argued that the calling ofa conference for such a pur- 
~pose is-timely and in the national interest, fatatihas begn well said that the 
, economic future of ‘the West and of Canadavas a whole, depends upon the 
‘proper settlement of the unoccupied lands along existing railway lines and 
iipon the improvement of conditions affecting the production of basic farm 
products, a 
The forthcoming conference ‘is the outcome of various meetings held 
ibetween the ‘Western Provincial Cabinet Ministers and the officials of the 
Western Canada Colonization Association, 
: In the memorial recently presented.to the Western Governments by the 
Managing Director of the Colonization Association, the view was clearly 
and strongly expressed that uniform legislation, calling for the listing of un- 
occupied lands at firm prices and for a reasonable period, was the keystone 
to the success of any genuine colonization movement, 

It is idle. to advance-the theory that voluntary listing of unoccupied 
lands will suffice, for.those who are in a position to judge as to the possible 
success of any voluntary movement are*serigusly impressed with the state- 
ment of General. McRae ‘that the proposed’ legjstation is both reasonable 
and necessary;:if thesmoney.subgcribed to the Western Canada Colonization

Dried Fruit ? 


BY LORETTO C, LYNCH 


“An Acknowledged Expert in All 
Matters Pertaining to House-

| Some folks haye the idea that in or- 
dér to be effective, fruit must be both 
jnicy and acid. They pass by deli- 
cidus dried fruits plentiful and cheap 
cnough to delight the heart of the 
most economical, ; 

All dried fruits,-as well as all Orien- 
tal fruits like figs, dates and the like, 
ane, horrifying dirty. Under the 
microscope this dirt is highly visible. 
Therefore, dried !fruits must be thor- 
oughly cleaned with a small brush 
and:warm water. I find a new tooth- 
brush desirable, 

Then put the fruit to soak in clean 
cold water in a covered vessel. The 
fruit may be stewed in this same 
water when pltimp and much of the 
tuincral matter that soaks out into the 
water may thus be conserved, Figs 
and dates, as well as raisins, should be 
scalded several .times with boiling 
water and then'spread out on a platter 
to dry. 

In ‘cooking any of the “dried and 
soaked” fruits arrange to cook slow- 
ly. This will aid in developing the 
natural flavor and sweetness, If you 
must add extrasugar, add it. toward 
the end of the cooking. Less sugar 
is needed to give the desired swect- 
ness tf added atthe end of the cook- 
ing.

The doctrine of the sclf-determina- 
tion of little nations is wrong and 
Great Britain is justified in refusing 
the Irish sovercignty, despite the best 
claims of Ireland for the world’s sym- 
pathy and support in a sincere fight, 
according to Dr. Hawkins, an Ameri- 
can writer, | 

“The doctrine of self-determina- 
tion,” states Dr. Hawkins, “widely 
proclaimed since the World War, has 
been fruitful of nothing but strife and 
turmoil in many parts of the earth, It 
has drenched Ireland in blood and 
stirred bitterness and strife. isa 
doctrine which sounds well when pro- 
claimed by idealists and political 
dreamers, but, except in rare cases, is 
false in principle and impossible in 
practice, 

“There is one principle greater than 
the principle of  self-determination, 
namely, the law of national self- 
preservation and safety. The first 
and unalterable right of every nation 
is the right to-preserve itself. We 
fought for this principle in the days 
of the Civil War. The South pro- 
claimed the right of self-determina- 
tion.

Yet he has 
no standing in the country,

pays no head tax, who does not want 
to work himself or to allow others 
to work and who is constantly giv- 
ing trouble by his inflammatory lan- 
guage and his revolutionary methods. 
The comparison is not without sig- 
nificance, especially at the present 
when members of the Red ele- 
ment use the freedom of this country 
to denounce its institutions. and to 
preach revolution after the Russian 
fashion. If Russia is such an ideal 
country, why don't these people go 
there and stay ?—Woodstock Sentinel-
